ish of. the six long arduous years of that 
heroic struggle, that we are inclined to take 
our precious freedom more or less for grant- 
ed,and to accept the privileges we now enjoy 
as a result of that harrowing conflict - - at 
least what is left of them - - as though they 
were the natural concomitant of ordinary 
human experience - - just as though we had 
always had them and as though they would 
always remain. 

But the fact is that we did not always 
have that freedom, nor, indeed, did it always 
exist; for up until the adoption of the 
American Constitution in 1789, government 
of, for, and by the people, in the form of 
a true republic and based upon a written 
documentation, was practically unknown to 
the world. And so jealous were colonies of 
the rights they had so recently won from 
the cruel and unreasoning avarice of Eng- 
land’s' tyrannical George the Third, they 
naturally saw to it that the Constitution 
they were about to adopt as the foundation 
of their future national existence, while 
clearly outliming the powers and duties of 
their proposed new government, at the same 
time clearly defined the limits of that 
authority and declared and guaranteed 
those rights. 

And if to make assurance doubly sure,the 
first ten amendments to the Constitution, 
. Which were adopted and went into effect 

during the first term of Washington’s ad- 
ministration. and known as the Bill of 
Rights,, were particularly designed to fur- 
ther declare and strengthen and expressly 
guarantee the rights reserved and retained 
by the States or by the people. 

In other words, the Government of the 
United States, as originally set up and con- 
stituted, was strictly a limited government, 
whose several powers and duties were 
clearly detailed and defined. It provided for 
three separate but co-equal departments, 
namely, the legislative, the executive, and 
the judicial; that ‘is fo'say, the legislative to 
make the laws, the “<iecutive to enforce 


them, and the judicial to interpret them; 
each department being entirely independent 
of the other two, and with their several 
separate powers and duties clearly and 
specifically outlined. In fact nothing in that 
great . document was left to the action of 
chance. It was a studied and precisely 
written guarantee of the people’s rights and 
liberties, and a God-given guide to success 

Such was the state af affairs in the early 
days of the American Republic. And the 
nation grew and prospered as no other 
nation in the world has grown and prospered 
in the last six thousand years; that is, until 
we began to tamper with the immortal com- 
pilation that was designed to insure our 
freedom and guide us on our way. It was 
then that the trouble began. 

And it was in 1913, during President 
Wilson’s administration, that a number of 
these so-called reforms, or amendments, 
were put into effect. _But whether they 
were really reforms or not, in the sense of 
being improvements to the then existing 
regulations, of course remains to be seen. 

= 
tions was the change in the manner of the 
selection of our United States Senators. 
Originally, under Section 3 of Article 1 of 
the Constitution, the Senators of the United 
States were chosen, or elected, by the Legis- 
latures of the several States, instead of by 
the direct vote of the people as they are at 
the present time. The reason for this origi- 
nal arrangement, it seems, was that the 
Senate was intended to comprise a some- 
what more able and trustworthy body of 
men than the more numerous branch of the 
Congress, and it was thought that the 
legislatures of the several States would be 
able to select men of a higher mental caliber, 
of greater ability, broader learning and 
intelligence, and of a wider and more varied 
worldly experience than would be possible 
if the selection were left to the emotional 
tendencies of the people at large, — all of 
which would enable the Senate to act as a 
sort of check or balance to the more hasty 





and unreasoning deliberation of the House. 

But all this changed when the regulation 
under Section 1 of Article 17 of Amend- 
ments became the law of the land, which 
among other things, provided that the two 
Senators from each State should be elected 
by the people thereof instead of by the 
Legislatures as before, and which, in effect, 
simply converted the Senate into another, 
though smaller, House of Representatives; 
the only difference between the two branch- 
es of the Congress under this new arrange- 
ment being that the members of this small- 
er House are elected for a slightly longer 
term, are eligible for a slightly higher wage, 
and are designated by a higher sounding 
name. Otherwise, to all intent and purpose, 
they are the same. 
~ And as the party system grew up in 
America, it became the practice of the 
different parties to hold their respective 
Conventions for the purpose of choosing or 
designating their several candidates — 
County Conventions for the purpose of nom- 
inating candidates for County offices, and 
State Conventions for the purpose of nom- 
inating those of the State. Very often, of 
course, the names of a number of party 
members would be placed in nomination for 
a given office, much the same as in our 
national conventions of today, but only one 
candidate would finally be named by either 
of the parties for any given office, thus 
avoiding the necessity and eliminating the 
expense of what we now know as our 
Primary Elections. In other words, the weed- 
ing out of the would-be candidates was done 
in the party conventions, and not left to 
bewilder the voters in the Primary, who, 
in many cases, have little or no chance of 
investigating the worthiness or unworthiness 
of the several candidates who might offer 
themselves for public office. 

And as will readily be seen, it was quite 
impossible under the convention system for 
any Tom, Dick, or Harry whom nobody 
knew anything about but who wanted an 
easy job and happened to have a few dollars 
in his pocket to cover the filing fee, to 
become a candidate for any office he might 
seem to fancy; because, under that system, 
each such candidate was required to pass 
the searching scrutiny of the party organ- 
ization, and that scrutiny, you may be sure, 
was not easy to pass, to say nothing of such 
aspiring candidate actually obtaining the 
nomination. 

All this of course, left the way wide open 
for our newly admitted citizens from the 
Marxian dives of Europe to begin their in- 
filtration ‘and lay the political groundwork 
for their corrupting strategies of later years; 
for under the changes above referred to 
every political office in the land, outside of 
those of the President and Vice-President, 
was thrown wide open to their grasp. And 
since it is quite difficult, if not impossible, 
for the man who abides the Christian 
principles of fair play and the Marquis of 
Queensberry regulations to. compete with 
the man who strikes below the belt, just so 
more and more well-meaning Americans 
were displaced in office and more and more 
pro-red stooges of féreign nations got hold
